Taken by Death 
At Petaluma 


George P. McNear, well knowri 
w inter resident of Palm Springs 
and a fam ilar figure around the 
D esert Inn grounds every w inter 
since almost 1930, succumbed at 
the age of 90 at his Petalum a 
home last 
week, 
according 
to 
w ord from the northern C alifor­ 
nia city.

H e had been in failing health 
since the tragic death of his son, 
George P. McNear, Jr., at Peoria, 
111., in March. The son, ow ner of 
the Toledo, Peoria and W estern 
railroad, was shot to death from 
am bush during strike troubles. 


THE FATHER received word of 
the tragedy while here and im ­ 
m ediately left for his Petalum a 
home. That was his last visit in 
Palm Springs. He began to fail 
shortly after and the end came 
this month. 
A prosperous grain m erchant 
of the Petalum a area, he did not 
retu rn to his office, established 
71 years ago and his advanced 
years made recovery from the 
shock impossible despite the best 
of m edical care. 


A NATIVE of Petalum a, he re ­ 
ceived his schooling there and in 
O akland and during the course of 
an active business career, was 
bank president and head of m any 
concerns in his hom e district.
